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ONE MORE SUGGESTION 

Our traffic guide, is no\v eouip- 
ped with reflectors, painted 
v ith big I s on each side, and 
is helping to make driving safe 
for the motorists. There are 
.till some though, either through 
ignorance of the law, or neg¬ 
lect, or because they have not 
got used to the dead man yet, 
who cut the corner and do not 
keep to the right. 

There was a near collision 
again last week between a cou- 
le of trucks. Two cars, at dif¬ 
ferent times, one turning on to 
the gravel, cut the corner by 
the Broadway, instead of going 
around. And one car coining 
from the west, cut the corner 
by the old Bank of Commerce, 
instead of going around the 
traific guide. Small things, you 
say, yes, probably insignificant. 
Still, it was only an obscured 
tail light and an extending gas 
pipe that c st tour lives on the 
gravelled road recently. Only 
a small thing, and yet see what 
it cost. 

We would not like to be ac¬ 
cused of trying to dictate. But, 
when this dead man was plant¬ 
ed, it was put there to try 
and make our roads safe. Now, 
we would suggest that a little 
more paint be used, and that 
the words “Keep to the 
light” be painted on all four 
sides of the standard, and then 
everyone would be without ex¬ 
cuse in the matter ol driving 
For the careful and considerate 
driver, the signal was non-essen 
tial in the first place. But who 
can see throuh brick walls to 
tell what is coming out of his 
sight. As long as we go on cut¬ 
ting th* corners, disregarding 
the traffic rules, and taking the 
law into our own hands, we 
would be better oil without the 
standard, because we wcuM havV 
more room to swing and dodge 
in. But if. we are going to 
make this piece of loadsafe, and 
remove the ever present‘danger 
from these blind corners, then 
we must decide to “‘Keep to the 
Right”, give the man on the 
right the right of way, and 
drive on these turns and inter¬ 
sections so that our vehicle is 
always under control, and able 
to be stopped within a few tcet 
if necessary. Thera is no sorrow 
that can restore life or limb, if 
someone is the victim of our 
carelessness, and caution and 
safety are Free and easy if ev- 
ervono makes up their minds to 
make these factors part of 
their driving gosnel. 

Let's all of us try it for 
awhile.

They can join forces against 
the saloon, against political cor 
ruption, against insidious propa¬ 
ganda designed to stimulate the 
consumption of hard liquor. 

That the two group- would 
promote temperance through 
litff--rent methods does not. mat¬ 
ter now. If drys are a* sincere 
in their demands for temperance 
as these honest repealists, they 
will bend every effort to prom¬ 
ote the most efficient control 
system possible to further pub¬ 
lic safety and sobriety.—Christ¬ 
ian Science Monitor.
